Tliov arc worth moro than size or 
style, "Wo can havo both, but by all means 
ha'vo good joints, anil to got thorn there 
must bo phosphate in tho foed, and bran 
and oats contain thcso. 


OATS and peas aro sometimes sown to- 


gether, but only for food, as neither grain 
will sell for other purposes unless pure. It 
is claimed that moro feed can bo grown 
with this mixture than by sowing oat"* or 
peas alone. Tho peas shade tho ground so 
as to check tho growth of small woods, 
while tho stronger stalks of oats push 
nbove them and help to kocp tho peas from 
tho ground. This crop thus grown is soxe- 
times used for cusilago, and is excellent for 
that purpose. 


Is sections threatened with hog-cholera 


the following plan, recommended by farm 
and Firetiile, sliould bo adopted: Thcro 
should always bo a box, whcro liogs arc 
running, containing a mixture of copperas, 
sulphur, black antimony, salt and ashes in 
it, and it should be so arranged that ono sido 
wilt be open and tho top covered so as to 
keep out tho rain. Tho hogs will visit this 
box daily, and by tho uso of tho mixture 
their blood will "bo kept puro, nnd should 
the disease come it will not bo so destruct- 
ive.

Ho caught the 
little fellow gently by tho dress anil tried to 
raise him, 
but instead ot improving mat- 


ters, the child vented his grief in louder 
tones than before. Sharp v.-as in a sad 
dilemma, uud seeing ho could not render 
assistance to tho child the poor dog began 
to cry in a most affecting manner. Doth 
tho child and tho dog wept together. I have 
seou tho collio at different times shedding 
tears of anguish when puuishod for mis- 
deeds, bat this sight was as unexpected as 
it was extraordinary. Sharp was subse- 
quently known to shed tears along with tho 
children In their little sorrows, and it v.-as 
observed his happiness was complete when 
thoy wero happy. In like manner ho par- 
took of tho sadness ot hia master, and from 
constant fellowship with man and careful 
training bo undoubtedly was no stranger 
to the workings of tho human hearf.

Until 1S23 the female waist was ordained 


by dressmakers to bo just under tho arm- 
pita ; and a bustle, when f uch a stylo of 
feminine cosiurao prevailed, would have 
been not a drosa Improver, but a hump< 
Short waists ponsossed also ono substan- 
tial advantage— they put an ond for a tirao 
to tight lacing, and sixty years ago a pair 
of stays was tho most Innocent of bodices. 
Tho highest authorities on costume, says 
the Argonaut, seem to have inclined to tho 
opinion that tho bustle, which undeniably 
came from Pirl», was a reaction among tho 
ladies of tho French aristocracy against tho 
pseudo-classic robes of tho revolution and 
the Empire. 


Tho ladies of tho courts of Josephine and 


Marie Louiso drossod much moro decently 
than tho marveilouses of tho directoiro had 
dono, still David and tho artists of his school 
wore tho real arbiters of fashion until 1315; 
nor could short waists and dresses clinging 
to tho limbs bo entirely eradicated from tho 
female fashionable wardrobe until tbo res- 
toration was waning. The buttle was fought 
and tho victory won, u year or two boforo 
tho deposition of Charles X., nnd as regards 
tho garments of tho fair sex, tho change al- 
most amounted to a metamorphosis; tho 
waist descending from its bad altitudo be- 
twcon tho shoulders to its natural posi- 
tion at tho hips; sleeves hitherto tight 
wero suddenly puffed out to pretentious 
amplitude; and tho pear-shaped, balloon- 
shaped or leg-of-muiton 
sleeve was, in 


process of time, succeeded by a wider and 
looser sleeve, which English dressmakers 
dubbed '-tho bishop." Unfortunately, long 
waists effected tho revival of the mischiev- 
ous praetico of tight lacing, aud stays be- 
came real instruments 01' torture.

dress improver ran its course and declined 
as suddenly as it had appeared. Tho "Prin- 
cess" robe banished bustles for four or fivo 
years, but tho bustle came back with short 
walking skirts, and it thrives and will 
thrive, acd will dio again, \vo suppose, no 
woman can tell whan or how, notwithstand- 
ing all tho flouts and jeers of tho satirists, 
and tho solemn head-shakings and grave 
reprehensions of tho moralists. Tho only 
practical way to suppress a fashion is to as- 
sociate ilwith Infamy. Jlrs. Turner, the 
poisoner in James I.'s time, was hanged at 
Tyburn in n ruff stiffened with yellow 
starch, aad yellow raffs immediately went 
out of fashion. Tho murderess, Maria Man- 
ning, was hanged at Horsemongor lane in a 
black satin dress, and lor twenty years 
afterward black satin was out of fashion. 
As it happens, executions now take place in 
private, and nothing would bo gained in the 
way of fashion reform by hanging a f cnrnlo 
criminal whoso garb comprised a huge 
dress improver.
